Scientiets are inclined to poitidiath 
the idea that lightning makes ‘pictures’ 
on the bo: e. of its victims occasionally, 
a farth r ex un) le of which waa’ qnite 
Jately quoted. A man was struck while 
sheltering under a tree, and the news. 
papers told how at’ the inquest it was, rex 
pred tata photographic likeness of 
the tree was imprinted on the inan’s skin, 

Four people were: sitting in a room; 
when they were all rendered unconacious 
side. They all recovered evencidly, bat 
on its body, the imprint of the whiole tree,” 
Every limb, branch ‘and ‘leaf, even®the 
severed portion were said to be ‘visible, 
Tha month’s—time the impression. liad 
totally faded. : 

Sometime ago the Lancet discussed this 
subject, and inc:d-natally gave some in- 
teresting instances. * Of: Course — it wis 
skeptical. Jt: mentions the case of a 
woman who was struck by a-cow, The 
cow was killed; an the woman rendered 
uneonseions. .

But a sll more. interesting atory is 
told. It Appears that in ‘the suinmer. of 
18656a doctor was returning home ‘by 
train, aud. he found, on alighting at his 
wayside station, that hig purse was miss 
ing. It was a tortoise shell. On one 
side it had a monogram of two D's in- 
tertwined. : ‘ 

Some daiys later.this very doctor was 
Called to see a stranger who had been 
found anconscidus under &@ tree struck by 
lightning in a recent storm, . To- his. sur- 
prise he found imprinted on the man’s 
thigh his own monogram, the intertwin 
led D's. Instead of jumping at the conclu- |< 
sion that there was something * ‘spooky’” | 
about his occurrence, the docior «asked 
the boxpital authorities to look in. the 
inan’s pocket, and.they would probably 
tiiid his lost purse. 

The guess proved correct, and the]. 
Lancet observes, ‘‘The monogram, being | 
of metal, was a good conductor, so we 
can imugine how its image was impress: | 
ed on the skin, Similar gases.are record- 
ed of the imprinting of money and other 
metallic objects on the skin by lightning 
strokes, and it is common to.tind burns 
on the body over metallic bodies such as | 
watches. ; 
One of the commonest ‘freaks of light- 
ning iv to strip its victims of theirclothes. 
About twenty years ago three women 
were standing round a reaping machine, 
when one of them was struck by light 
ning and killed. The other two were in- 
jured, and were both stripped absolutely 
naked, eyen to their boots! ' 

At Ashford, in Kent, Eng., a man} 
was strack while standing under a willow 
tree He was found lying on his back} 
two yards away-from} the tree, his left}> 
leg broken, conscious, but badly burned, 
and the ficid was strewn with fragment 
of his clothing. at ae 

Sometimes lightning preforms rather} 
.| comical freaks, Jt was recorded just be [> 
fore the war that a certain mansion in 
Wales had been struck by lightning 
which saved the servants the trouble of 
lighting the fire! The chimney was 
atruck, and the fuel laid in one of the 
grates was ignited. 

In the same severe storm, a fishes at 
Northwich was struck twice, at the front 
first, and then atthe. back, The second 
flash denuded a scrubbing brush of its 
bristles.
